RESULTS IN FIRE 


ives Endangered in Finney Avenue 
Blaze Caused by Rodents’ 
Teeth. 


Three Men Escape From Smoke-Filled 
Rooms on Second Floor of 
Infested Dwelling. 


The plague of rats that has for some 


ne'ghborhood of Finney avenue ind Whit 
lier street added disaster to their 
paign Tuesday morning when they carried 
msatehes into the folding door casing of 
the residence at 4215 Finney avenue, cnewed 
them and started a fire which aid about 
$1000 damage. 

According to B. L. Thayer, whose resi- 
dence was burned: George Weber, ‘vho lives 
next door at 4218 Finney avenue, and J. G. 
Quigley, a grocer at Finney avenue and 
West Whittier street, there are not only 
Swarms of rats, but armies of then in tnat 
section of the city. 

Thayer and his two roomers, 3. B. Ma- 
r.on and Richard Rosea, had 2 rarrow es- 
cape from death. They retired about 1:30 


on the second floor and Rosea in a rear 
reom. At 6:20 Thayer was awakened by 
smoke. He aroused Marion, and they 
groped their way through the narrow hal] 
to Rosea'’s room. 

The three men sturnbled, almost stifled,

ayer seized some valuable books from 
a case standing in the hall and ran to 
arouse his neighbors, while Marion sought 
a fire alarm box. Thayer found the family 
of Weber sound asleep, and aroused them 
by hammerng with his books and knuckles 
against the} door. 

iremen extinguished the fire with chem- 
icals, confining it to the two rooms in 
which it was discovered. 

There seems no question that the fire 
was caused by rats, although Thayer says 
he does not know how they got hold of 
matches unless they forced their way into 
the china closet. 

His wife has been visiting her relatives in 
Pennsylvania for several weeks. and there 
had been no fire about the house, the men 
sleeping there only. They did not smoke 
before retiring Tuesday morning, and there 
are no flues through which matches or 
cigar stubs should have reached the place 
of the fire's origin. There are no electric 
wires and the kerosene lamps were remote 
from the scene.

For an hour Tuesday morning a general 
strike among union artisans at the World's 
Fair grounds was threatened as a result 
of differences between carpenters and the 
Neyers Constriction Co., which is building 
the intramural! railway. 

Two thousand carpenters quit work be- 
cause of the employment by the contrac- 
tors of several men at what the carpenters 
say is a lower scale than the union de- 
mands. A truce was reached when the con- 
tractors suspended the men who were ob- 
jected to. 

George Newman, representing the car- 
renters, says a general strike will be called 
f the contractors do not grant the de- 
mands. He declares that the allied unions 
are in sympathy and would not hesitate to 
walk out.

THROWN INTO RIVER ALIVE 


Coroner Finds Lungs of Unidentified 
Man Filled With Water, In- 
* dication of Breathing. 


The unidentified man whose body was 
found in the river by Capt. Burke of the 
tug Robert E. Lee. with a bullet wound in 
the head indicating that he had been murfr- 
dered, was alive in the opinion of Coroner 
Funkhouser and his deputy. Dr. Boogher, 
when he was thrown into the river. | 

The post-mortem showed that the mans 
lungs were filled with water. Coroner 
Funkhouser says this indicates that he was 
breathing when thrown into the river. 

The post-mortem showed that the bullet 
wound in the head ranged downward from 
the corner of the right eye where it en- 
tered and therefore could not have been 
fired by the victim himself. 

No clew has yet been secur 
man’s identity. The authorities continue of 
the opinion that he was murdered and 
robbed and that his body had been in the 
river about 10 days when found.

With a torch instead of stiletto as his 
weapon, some person, supposed to be the 
agent of a vendetta of a secret society, 
sought revenge upon Joseph Bova, who has 
a saloon at 6256 Pattison avenue, Tuesday 
morning. 

The lives of thirty persons, three of them 
children and severa] of them women, were 
endangered, and their safe escape was due 
solely to Carlo Dairaghi, 3 yars old, who, 
awaking frightened, aroused his mother. 
The alarm was sounded instantly and the 
Inmates of the blazing building crowded 
down the narrow outside stairway in the 
rear, the only means of exit. 

The building was a two-story structure of 
wood, with a large barroom and sitting 
room on the first floor, and six living 
rooms, occupled by four families, each of 
whom kept several boarders, on the sec 
ond floor. The hallway is between the 
rooms and the entire second floor was for- 
merly a dance hall. There is no exit from 
the front except through the windows. 

The families were those of Louis Gildona, 
Joe Menell, Joe Cerbi and Carlos Cogardug, 
Bova, proprietor of the place, lives at 5226 
Shaw avenue. Among the twenty boarders 
of the four families living upstairs were 
Ernestio Dairaghi, his wife and his 3-year- 
old son, Carlo; Marie Magiostromi 
Rose, her two-weeks-old child, and 
Macansini, 2 years oid, the adopted daugl- 
ter of one of the men. ,

Panic-Stricken Passengers on an East 
Side Coach Saved From Wild 
Ride Down.the Bluffs. 


CONDUCTOR OUTRUNS HIS CAR 


With the Motorman He Had Gotten 
Off for a Drink—Escape of Air 
Releases the Brakes. 


After a hard run and in the nick of timé, 
Edward Kriege of Edwardsville, conductor 
of one of the suburban cars of the East 
Side electric system, saved a party of Ed- 
wardsville and Collinsville society women 
from a wild ride down the bluffs, with 


possible death at the end. 

The car was bound from Edwardsville to 
East St. Louis and was descending the 
bluffs below Collinsville at the time. At the 
waterworks station Kriege alighted to get 
a drink and the motormen shortly followed. 
In the meantime the escape of air from a 
cylinder allowed the brakes to release and 


ihe car started to move. 

So gentle was the motion that at first 
the occupants did not notice it, and when 
they did so it was half a minute before they 
realized that they were starting down the 
incline without the presence of the train- 
men. There was not a single man pas- 
senger. 

The women screamed as they realized 
what a trip down the bluffs in an uncon- 
trolled car would mean, and immediately 
there was a congestion in the doors as they 
crowded to the only point of escape. They 
hesitated at the leap outside, and mean- 
time the car men, whose attention had been 
attracted by their screams, were endeavor- 
ing to overtake the runawWay. 

Kriege. the swifter of the two, forged 
past the motorman. It was a desperate 
race. A few moments would mean speed to} 
the car which no person on foot could hope 
to equal. 

The young man raced with all his might. 
Hie had to run the length of the car, as he 
was on the side opposite ‘the rear steps, 
but he gradually gained and finally caught 
the front platform. A twist of the power 
lever, and the danger was past.

When you have read to page 388 of ‘““The 
Law of Life’ (D. Appleton & Co., New\ 


York), the most dramatic and forceful fig- 
ure in this unusual story by Anna McClure 
Sholl makes his first appearance. And 
you encounter him only on that page and 
the six succeeding it. 

The figure in question is that of John 
Rebbor, president of a great monopoly 
trust, a multimillionaire who has acquired | 
his millions by crushing weaker men to 
the wall. He desires to give $3,000,000 to 
Hallworth University, one of the younger 
American seats of iearning, and it is at a 
dinner given by the president of Hallworth 
that you meet him. 


Richard Waring, one of the university 
faculty, an honest thinker whom the dip- 
lomatic President Hunt classifies as an im- 
practical idealist, opposes the Rebbor gift 
as coming from a colossal thief. But he 
is astounded when he confronts Rebbor. 
The trust magnate has the face of. an 
ascetic. He speaks in “a clear-cut voice. 
which betrays a culture as genuine.as that 
which Hallworth offers.’’ He is a léver of 
Giorgione’s pictures. He gives a naive self- 
revelation in discussing -art ‘‘among the 
avowedly academic."’ Cool strength is his 
dominant characteristic. 

“He is not a thief,’ says Perdita, wife 
of President Hunt, to Waring, when the 
guest of the evening had gone. “He's a 
gambler. He gumbles with that trust of 
his as Napoleon gambled with campa‘gns. 
Here we get in the habit of thinking that 
ali forms of self-expression must be liter- 
ary or artistic. Rut that man is a creator. 


Almost a seer. I don’t think he deliber- 
ately robs people. Everything weak goes 
down before the force of his energy-— 
that’s all.’ 


Nevertheless, Waring publicly denounces 
Rebbur and his gift, losing. his university 
professorship as the penalty. Yet the read- 
er is saying to himself that John Rebbor 
brought the frst breath of virility into the 
Story. Up to the moment of his entrance 
only the university people had been on tiie 
stage. They seemed, somehow, a depreas- 
ing and 


an overly introspective lot. Too 
much thinking, of a sort, and too lHttle 
action in the great world of achievement 


had apparently enervated them. One ie al- 
WAYS regretting that Richard Waring, hay- 
ing made a brillian(¥ecord as a war cor- 
respondent in the Cuban campaign of 1898, 
had seen fit again to bury himself in the 
remvuteness of Hallworth. 


Figuring as the hero of the hapless love 
story which is a parf of the “The Law of 
Life,’ this same W aring. is, however, a 
Cispiriting character. Dr. Penfold, another 
of the Hallworth facuity, middle-aged and 
absorbed in scientific study, has been so 
foolish as to marry a young girl, his ward, 
the niece of a life-long friend.’ from whose 
deathbed she came to Hallworth. This 
Barbara, kept at arm's length by her pre- 
occupied husband, falls in love with War- 
ing, and he with her. Happily, there is 
no great sin and the story ends without 
a domestic tragedy, except the breaking 
of poor Barbara's heart. But it was her 
steadfastness, not Waring’s consideration 
for her, that prevented the sin. At the last 
moment she fied from him, “like a hunted 
thing, her lapsened hair .ahout her shoul- 
ders, her face white, agonized. Which di- 
rection? Toward Hallworth—toward Hall- 
worth!" 

The author of “The Law of Life’ has 
written a strong story, and with an as- 
sured touch, her style gaining in effective- } 
ness by reason of a certain repression and 
m«desty not often encountered in these 
vociferous times. She hase done some ad- 
mirable, and occasionally very subtle, cher- 
acter drawing, a shrewd sense of humor 
being manifested along with a sort of pitl- 
ful consideration for her- people, most of 
whom are helpless and appealing under the 
stress of living. It is a story that will 
be read with sincere appreciation by the 
more thoughtful who take it up among 
other books of the day, and its genuine- 
ness entitles it to a longer term of favor 
than cis accorded to the average novel of 
the present. At its close, however, the 
reader is a bit low-spirited.

| “THE MS. IN A RED BOX.” 

The best part of “The M8. in a Red Box”’ 
(John Lane; the Bodley liead, New York 
and London), is the prefacing story which 
tella us that it is a foundling romance, its 
author being unknown to the publisher, 
who has vainly endeavored to discover his 
identity. 

It is a most interesting situation which is 
thus developed, and, while it will prob- 
ably whet the popular curiosity to a point 
insuring the ‘‘selling’’ success of the book, 
Mr. John Lane stands so high in the world 
of letters that we should not suspect him 
of using the facts in the case for the sole 
purpose of giving the tew romance @ 
“boom” precedent to publication. He dedl- 
cates the volume to its “‘dark’’ author, as 
he terms the unknown, and is apparently 
deeply concermed as to the mystery en- 
veloping the book. 

The reader must not expect to encounter 
anything like a manuscript in a red box 
in the story itself. The title comes from 
the fact that the actual mun'iscript reach- 
ed the publisher m such a box. It was 
without a title, the author's name did not 
accompany it, there was no explanatory 
letter. But the story seemed so good to 
Mr. Lane’s readers and to himself that 
it was accepted, and an advertisement re- 
questing the author to communicate with 
Mr. Lane was inserted in The Athenaeum 
and The Academy, to which, however, 
there has never been any response. And 
then. some seven literary folk, Mrs. W. K.

many points, also, inherently dramatic sit- 
uations lose much of their effect by a 
strangely colorless method of presentment 
mchich seem to indicate a lack of the sense 
of values on the author's part.
